BRAC - What’s it all mean?

For the Air Force, we are facing afuture
full of huge mission changes. For example,
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the F-22 will re-
duce our fighter
fleet because of its
capability. Weare
moving heavily
into space, and
unmanned ve-
hicles like the
Predator. Wehave
baseswith serious
encroachment is-
sues. We have
downsized theAir
Force by about 25
percent, but we
have reduced our
bases by no more
than 10 percent.
When theseissues
are added to-
gether it is clear
theAir Forcemust
periodically review the number and location
of itsfacilities.

TheAir Forceis ahuge bureaucracy and
major changes are very hard to accomplish.
The same is true for the other services as
well. Basesare extremely difficult to close,
partly because of the intense political pres-
suresinvolved. Base Realignment and Clo-
sure is a process invented by Congress to
allow the Pentagon to lump alot of changes
into asingle process and establishesasimple
up/down voting process to temper the indi-
vidual political difficulties.

Recently, the Pentagon announced alarge
list of base closings and alarger list of unit
realignments. The announcement impacts
many Air Force Reserve Command unitsand
bases; Peterson Air Force Base and
Schriever AFB included. Before anyone gets
too excited about the details, it isimportant

to understand the process.

The Pentagon announcement is the first
of several steps. It was not adecision. The
Pentagon proposal will be submitted to the
BRAC Commission. Thisgroup will visit the
various bases and hear community inputs.
They will start with the Pentagon’slist, but
they arefreeto add or delete basesfrom the
list. The commission ison atight schedule
and isrequired to provide their recommen-
dation to the president in about 90 days.

The president will consider the
commission’srecommendation and can ap-
proveitintotal or rgjectitintotal. Hehasno
authority to selectively add or delete indi-
vidual bases. If herejectsthe recommenda-
tions, the process is over. If he approves
the list he forwards it to Congress.

Congress has the same up/
down vote. Likethe president,
they lack the authority to add
or remove bases. They can
only approveor reject therec-
ommendations. If they reject
the plan, the process is over.
If they approvethe recommen-
dation, the commission’s rec-

ommendation becomes|aw.

Congressisrequiredto com-
plete the review process by
mid-December 2005.

The next step is to imple-
ment the recommendations.
Thelaw that establishesBRAC
requires that closures and re-
alignments begin within two
years.

So, there are severa “ifs’
between the Pentagon’s an-

nouncement and any possible
actions here at Peterson or
anywhere else. As we move
through the process, | will do
my best to keep everyone in-
formed about the impact on
our unit and the rest of the
command. You can expect
BRAC to be the subject of fu-
ture articles over the next few
months.

When we, the United States
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Air Force, are all done with
BRAC, we should be much
better positioned to accept the
new missions that are evolv-
ing from new technol ogies and
new operational imperatives.

These changesare crucial if
the Air Force Reserve, the
302nd Airlift Wing and the
310th Space Group are going
to berelevant to the Air Force
of the future.

The heavenswere keeping an
eye on the 302nd Airlift Wing
last month. Under overcast skies
and thethreat of heavy rain, the
10th anniversary of the Sumit 38
crash was observed in aremem-
brance ceremony held May 14
at the Sumit 38 Memorial.

The memorial, located in the
courtyard between Buildings
890 and 895, is dedicated to six
wing memberswho werekilled
whentheir C-130, call sgn* Sumit
38,” crashed near Mountain

BRAC recommendations affect C-130, space crews

The 302nd Airlift Wing and the 310th
Space Group will both gain from the Secre-
tary of Defense’ sBase Realignment and Clo-
sure recommendationsreleased on May 14.

If the recommendations are approved, the
302nd AW will receive four C-130 aircraft
from the 317th Airlift Group at Dyess Air
Force Base, Texas. The unit will becomean
active associate unit under the recommen-
dations.

Theintent of the associate unit isto give
active duty manpower and crews greater
access to reserve component airframes and
create opportunities for seasoning active

duty members through association with the
corporate experienceretained inthereserve
component.

The 310th SG will receivethe expedition-
ary combat support unit from NiagaraFalls
Air Reserve Station, N.Y. The ESC will pro-
vide manpower to better support the Re-
serve mission at Schriever AFB.

Other significant Air Force Reserve Com-
mand recommendations:

* Closethefollowing bases: NiagaraARS,
N.Y.; Pittsburgh ARS, Pa.; and General
Mitchell ARS, Wis.

* AFRC operations will be halted at
Selfridge Air National Guard Base, Wis.;
Portland ANGB, Ore.; Willow Grove ARS,
Pa.; and New OrleansNaval Air Station Joint

reserve Base, La.; with the wing functions
moving to other locations. Reserve flying
operationsat BealeAFB, Calif., will convert
from KC-135sto unmanned aerial vehicles.

» AFRC will stand up anew ActiveAsso-
ciate C-130Wing at Fort Bragg, N.C.

AFRC has several other major changes
involving new wings at various locations.
The Air National Guard has similar large
scale changes to its basing and force struc-
ture.

BRAC recommendations, if adopted,
would close 33 military basesand realign 29
more.

Denton, aprisoner of war dur-
ing the Vietnam War, instituted
the program, which allows the
military, through the State De-
partment, to transport food,
medical suppliesand other sup-
plies donated by non-govern-
mental agencies free of charge,
when spaceisavailable, to needy
people throughout the world.

“Wewerewaiting on thisship-
ment for two weeks,” said Air-
man 1st Class Ryan Spawr, 39th
APS air transportation appren-
tice.“A lot of guysworked hard
to get it ready for delivery.”

39th APS members packaged
and prepared the pallets. Active
duty personnel loaded the ship-
ment on an awaiting civilian air-
craft on the Peterson Air Force
Base tarmac for delivery to the
Afghansfor Tomorrow in Kabul,
Afghanistan.

“This was the third shipment
of school supplies to Afghani-
staninthelast threeyears,” said
Master Sgt. Ron Sutton, 39th
APSair transportation manager.

Family Support

Family support ready to assist families

Editor’s note— This continues a series of
articles providing information for families
of deployed members.

Families of deployed 302nd Airlift Wing
members have aplaceto turn for assistance
when their loved one deploys either state-
sideor oversess. It' sthe 302nd Mission Sup-
port Flight Family Support office and it's
noted on the deployment checklist for unit
members departing for temporary duty as-
signments.

Thefirst step inthe processistofill out a
family support data card to give 302nd MSF
Family Support personnel an indication of
who might be important to the deploying
member. “Our concern is not just married
people,” said Tech. Sgt. Henrietta Gilreath,
302nd M SF, noncommissioned officer in
charge of family support. “It might be a
neighbor or afriend, and doesn’t haveto be
a dependent. We extend beyond the mili-
tary dependent to whomever they consider
family. It may be aunts, uncles, significant
others, or anyone else important to the de-
ploying member that we' |l consider family.”

With everything which needs to be ac-
complished when preparing for deployment,
it might be easy to overlook some of the
more important matters. That’s where fam-
ily support intervenes.

“A lot of people comein, and may befo-
cused on just one thing,” said Sergeant
Gilreath. “We send out information packets

to families to prepare
for when they deploy
and when they return.
We become more of a
referral agency. We're
not counselors, but we
try to refer them to the
right agency.”
Customer service is
one of those agencies
most often referred to
by family support per-
sonnel. One common
occurrence is loss of a
dependent identifica-
tioncardwhileamilitary
member is assigned
away from home. De-
pendents may have
trouble gaining access
to the base and will
need to contact family
support for assistance.
“Our officewill escort
themonbase,” said Ser-
geant Gilreath.
“Spouses need to call

certificate. DEERS is also a critical issue
when obtaining anew ID card.”

Other available services include the ac-
tive duty family support services on
Peterson Air Force Base at 556-0910 or DSN
834-0910.

“1f we' re not herethe activeduty isavail-

able. If needed, we can send them e-mail
messages,” said Sergeant Gilreath. “Many
people feel they have to go to the unit of
assignment’s family support office, and
that's the only service available to them.
What they need to realize is assistance is
available at any military base that may be
located closer to where they live.”

Smokey Bear has been fighting wildland
firessince 1944. The 302nd Airlift Wing hasn’t
been battling blazes nearly as long, but the
wingisprepared to help Smokey at amoment’'s
notice.

Members of the 302nd AW converged on
Donaldson Center Airport, Greenville, S.C.,
May 1-7 for annual Modular Airborne
Firefighting System training and certification.
Several of them have fought wildfiresbefore,
while others are new to the mission. Now,
each one of them isready if or when the call
for help comes.

Through an agreement between the United
States Department of Agriculture and the
Department of Defense, the military aeria
firefighting units can only be called to action
when all commercial assets have been uti-
lized.

The302nd AW isthe only Reserve unit
with the MAFFS mission. The other
three are Guard units — the 153rd
AW, Cheyenne, Wyo.; the 146th
AW, Port Hueneme, Calif.; and
the 145th AW in Charlotte, N.C.

The 302nd AW is coming off
one of its busiest years ever. Acti-
vated for more than 100 days, 302nd AW
crews flew an overwhelming majority of
the 329 sorties which battled blazes in
New Mexico, Arizona, California, Colo-
rado, ldaho, Washington and Or-
egon.

In preparation for the fire
season, crews who fly
MAFFS missions are re-
quired to participate in an-
nual recurrency training.

Whilethe membersupon
theflight deck have animportant role, gettingin
closeto araging inferno and lining up the target,
it'sthe guys back in the cargo bay who hold key
positions in the handling of the MAFFS units.

“Loadmasters operate the MAFFS system
from the control module panel in the back of the
aircraft,” said Chief Master Sgt. JamesD. Riley,

they’re not properly maintained. Therefore, the
wing sends several maintainersto MAFFS certi-
fication and training aswell. In addition to taking
careof theaircraft’s maintenance, they alsolearn
how to operate the pits where the C-130s refuel
and reload with water or slurry.

“Annual MAFFS refresher training is critical
when the actual wildfire season starts,” said Chief
Master Sgt. Ron Bebow, 302nd AW maintenance
superintendent. “Marshalling procedures for
close-in ground operations, ground and aircrew
communication/coordination and the uploading
of retardant safety are critical skillsthat must be
practiced. The ability to perform those skills
quickly and with sound maintenance application
will help decrease aircraft turnaround time and

increase the number of actual air-
drops completed within a duty day.”

MAFFS units can drop either
water or “slurry.” Slurry is a
mixture of water; ammonium
sulfate, which is a jelling
agent; and red coloring. The
red coloring in the retardant
helps pilots see where they
have dropped previous loads.
The slurry retards the fire but
also actsasafertilizer. AMAFFSunit
dischargesthe agent in amist, so the slurry
does not cause damage to buildings. Dur-
ing thetraining week, MAFFSaircraft drop

water to help keep costs at aminimum.

It takes approximately two hoursto load
aMAFFS unit onto the C-130, but the unit
candischargeitsload —3,000 gallonsweigh-
ing 28,000 pounds—in five seconds. The C-
130sdrop retardant from an altitude of about
150 feet. The retardant covers an areaabout
one-quarter of amilelong and 60 feet wide.
After the plane dischargesitsload, it can be
refilled in lessthan 20 minutes.

After flying 40 sortiesin South Carolina,
the 302nd AW'’s aerial firefighters have
shown, as in the past, they are once again
ready to lend Smokey Bear a helping hand.

AFSPC is responding to the
threat by better organizing itself.
The command’s defense is im-
proving by consolidating con-
trol of all network boundaries.
“We'reall dealing with similar
problems and issues, and some
of the bases have come up with
solutionsthat will help all of us,”
Dennis Thompson, network

chief at Patrick AFB, Fla.

“By all accounts, the work-
shop was agreat success,” said
Maj.

AFRC holds two discharge boards

Air Force Reserve Command
held two discharge boards in
April.

In the first, a 22nd AF unit
staff sergeant met a discharge
board for 12 unexcused unit
training assembly absences.
However, hisgirlfriend called the
unit before the June 2004 UTA
and left a message with some-
one other than the respondent’s
supervisor stating that hewould
not be attending the UTA be-
cause in May he had been sen-
tenced to several months of
prison due to his failure to pay
child support.

After the respondent left
prison, he attended UTAsinAu-
gust and September 2004. He
received no counseling or disci-
plinary action, then proceeded
to missthe October and Novem-
ber UTAs. However, he called
the unit and left amessage with
someone other than his super-
visor stating that he would not
be attending those UTAs due
to transportation problems (he

never received an affirmative
excusal, but hedid cal in). When
he attended the December UTA
hereceived aletter of reprimand
and “No Pay, No Points’ |etter
and was notified of the
commander’s intent to dis-
charge.

At the board, he stated that
since he had received no disci-
plinary action, not even verbal
counseling, he had believed his
behavior was acceptable. He
stated when hewasin prison he
asked hisgirlfriend to notify the
unit about his absence, and
when he went back to the unit
for the August and September
UTAsand received no counsel-
ing he thought that his ab-
sences had been excused.

Because he thought this sys-
tem worked in the past, he
thought it was acceptable for
him to leave amessage with his
unit for the October and Novem-
ber UTAs absences.

The board recommended he
be discharged with an Honor-
able discharge, but the dis-
charge should be suspended for
rehabilitation and probation.

Bear in mind that judge advo-
cate offices take seriously such
recommendations.

There are several things to
learn from this case. First, the
unit never gave him a letter of
counseling or LOR for failureto
pay support. Secondly, the unit
took no action, not even verbal
counseling, when he missed the
June and July UTAs. Counsel-
ing serves an important purpose
in addition to documenting mis-
conduct; it puts a person on
notice that the behavior is un-
acceptable and gives him a
chance to conform conduct to
standards.

Remember, nothingisobvious
until itisstated. Here, the board
members thought it reasonable
for the respondent to believe it
was acceptable for him to just
“call in” his planned absences,
because no one counseled him
on hisreturn to the unit in Sep-
tember for the previous ab-
sences.

A unit is responsible for at-
tempting to contact the absent
reservist to ascertain the reason
for his absence and to counsel/

remind him of the next UTA.
Also, the unit is to document
misconduct and try to rehabili-
tate amember.

Finally, units need to have a
firm procedure for a person to
be excused from attending a
UTA. Here, the member had a
practice of notifying everyone
but his supervisor about his an-
ticipated absences. Units need
to stress to members that they
need to actually obtain an ap-
proved excusal from an autho-
rized person and cannot assume
that by notifying anyone in the
unit about a problem concern-
ing attending a UTA that it will
equate to an excused absence.

In the second case, a 4th AF
E-6 met a discharge board pur-
suantto arandomurinalysis. His
urine tested positive for mari-
juanaat alevel of 27 ng/mL ; the
DoD cutoff is15 ng/mL.

The squadron and wing com-
manders recommended an Un-
der Other Than Honorable Con-
ditions discharge and the board
decided that he should be dis-
charged withan UOTHC service
characterization.

AsSsistance available for government travelers

Helpisavailablefor temporarily assigned
personnel involved in rental car accidents.
The Office of the Secretary of Defense, Sur-
face Deployment and Distribution Com-
mand, which managesthe U.S. Government
Car Rental Program, also providesinsurance
for damages done to a
rental car through an
agreement with many
of the rental car com-
panies.

Thefirst step for any
government traveler to
avoid extensive
charges for out of
pocket costs, or
charges to a govern-
ment charge card dur-
ing rental car accidentsistoreservearental
vehicle through the approving Commercial
Travel Office on base. The CTO generally
will reserve avehicle from a company and
location part of the SDDC agreement.

Keep in mind, Bank of America doesn’t

provide rental car insurance, and the gov-
ernment travel card isonly for payment of
therental vehicle.

“When | first took thisjob 16 monthsago,
| began getting questions from government
travel card cardholders about handling
rental car accidents,” said Ms. Josephine
Davis, Air Force banking officer at the Pen-
tagon. “It was not agovernment travel card
issue. The govern-
ment travel card
just happened to
be the payment for
the vehicle used.”

However, limited
collision and theft
coverage is pro-
vided by VISA
USA.VISA mustbe
notified within 20
days of any acci-
dent involving arental car, and can be con-
tacted at 1-800-VISA-911. Information on
VISA insurance coverage can be found at
http://usa.visa.com/corporate/
government_solutions/payment/
visa_travel.html.

Rental car companies will usually honor
insurance claims and cover damages to
rental carsif the rented vehicle was rented
under agreement with SDDC. However, cer-
tain criteria must be met: the vehicle must
be authorized on a person’s orders and the
rented vehicle must come from a parti cipat-
ing company and |ocation. Driving whileun-
der theinfluence or carrying passengersfor
hire are two instances where the rental car
company will not pay for damages during
an accident. Some SUVsand vans carrying
morethan 8 passengers are not always cov-
ered depending on therental company. There
are eight other extenuating circumstances
that will precludearental car company from
paying for accidental damages. All deal with
misuse of the vehicle.

“The questions continued,” said Ms.

New Air Force Reserve Command anti-drug initiative begins

Ga. — Supply and demand are
part of lifein America. Unfortu-
nately, that life includes alarge
supply of abused legal and ille-
gal drugs.

In an effort to reduce the de-
mand for these drugs, Air Force
Reserve Command began its
“True Blue” campaign com-
mand-wideinApril.

“Inthe past, anti-drug or anti-
substance abuse effortswereall
negative and centered on disci-
plinary action,” said Dr. Don
Jenrette, the command’s drug
demand reduction program man-
ager. “Our new TrueBlueinitia-
tive promotes healthy living, ca-
reer-mind sets and career role
models.”

Trial runsof thenew initiative
at the 440th Airlift Wing, Gen-
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eral Mitchell International Air-
port Air Reserve Station, Mil-
waukee, Wis., exceeded plan-
ners goals.

“We focused the trial test
around four themes,” said Ms.
Bobbie Sellers, AFRC'’s drug
demand reduction specialist.
“We worked to raise awareness
of what reservists should value
over substance abuse and what
they can do to protect their
health, career and family and ful-
fill their leadership rolewith oth-
ers.”

Since 1998, the primary em-
phasisof AFRC's Drug Demand
Reduction Program was detec-
tion through random military and
civilian drug testing.

The new True Blueinitiative
showcases positive and healthy
lifechoices. It introducesreserv-

ists and other command mem-
bers to a new logo, themes and
messagesthat are communicated
by a dedicated Web site, with
downloadable in-house devel-
oped posters, video streams, tri-
fold pamphlets and other edu-
cational venues encouraging
people to be free of substance
abuse and where to go for help.

“Our goal, while a lofty one,
is to have a workplace free of
substance abuse,” said Dr.
Jenrette. “In the profession of
arms, our people often put their
lives in the hands of their co-
workers. We cannot afford to
have people on the team who
are not at the top of their game
or incapacitated by substance
abuse — after all, we aretalking
about amatter of lifeand death.”

Themission of theAFRC pro-
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gramisto enhance readiness by
eliminating substance abuse
through prevention, education,
community outreach and drug
testing.

Theprogram’svisionisfor Air
Force True Bluereserviststo set
the standard and lead the way
to a substance abuse-free com-
munity. Reservists can learn
more about the program by go-
ing to the True Blue link on the
restricted AFRC Web site. While
visiting the site, planners en-
courage visitors to take a mo-
ment to complete asurvey.

“We strongly encourage feed-
back,” said Dr. Jenrette.

Web site may compromise
OPSEC

Thereisaprivateweb siteask-
ing deployed soldiersto sign up
for mail and packages. While
thissite seemsto provideawell-
intentioned, valuable service -
assisting deployed military
members - Air Force officials
believe the site’s content com-
promises OPSEC/Force Protec-
tion.

The content was recently re-
viewed and thefollowing infor-
mation was found: names, de-
scriptions of unit duties, loca-
tions, weapons, unit troop
strengths, ratio of men to
women, tour of duty extension
dates, photographs of deployed
U.S. military personnel, etc.

Service membersare urged to
use extreme caution with thisor
similar web sites. Always con-
sider OPSEC and minimize the
information you provide. You
may be risking other lives be-
sidesyour own by participating.

Adversaries can access these
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sitesand could usethe available
information to plan attacks
against individual service mem-
bers, their families, or their mili-
tary units.

Note: The nameof theweb site
was not released in an attempt
to prevent curiosity seekers.

Faulty clothesdryerscan cause
fires

According to the United
States Consumer Products
Safety Commission, a study
conductedin 1997 reved ed there
were 16,800 residential firesre-
ported and responded to by fire
departments where the source
of the fire was the clothes dryer
or vent. Thesefirescaused $97.3
million in damage, 430 injuries,
and 30 deaths.

A cleanlint filter can help your
dryer run more efficiently and
reduce therisk of fire danger. If
you use dryer sheets, they leave
alight film over thefilter, which
affects the dryer’s efficiency.
Cleanthefilter periodically with
soap and water.

Itisalso agood ideato check
and ensure your dryer vent is
not blocked.

Re-
imbursement of costs incurred on govern-
ment travel card can be recovered if a per-
son was on official business, and not di-
rectly involved with misuse of arental ve-
hicle. Payment would come directly from
the unit’s travel funds.

“In the interim, the rental car folks
changed paragraphs one and three in the
instruction memorandum to clarify these
procedures,” said Ms. Davis.

If involved in arental vehicle accident
while on temporary duty assignment imme-
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diately contact the police, and file an acci-
dent report. Maintain a copy of the report
to providetherental car company. A vehicle
accident report form must be submitted to
the rental car company, and VISA must be
contacted to report any damage to the ve-
hicle.

Notify your supervisor, and maintain all
documents relating to the accident. Also,
contact theAir Forcelegal officeat the TDY
location where the accident occurred, or the
permanent duty location legal office upon
returnfrom TDY if needed.

“Many travelers when involved in an ac-
cident don’'t know the procedures to fol-
low,” said Christine Braswell, program man-
ager for SDDC. “ Thetraveler may fail to no-
tify the car rental company of the accident
and complete the company’ s accident report
(if required by the company). They often
fail to call the police and obtain a copy of

“Generaly, if renters call the police, con-
tact the company, complete an accident re-
port, the claim process goes smoothly,” said
Ms. Braswell. “The company assumes re-
sponsibility and loss of the vehicle.”

If performing official duty at the time of
damageto arental car, therental company is
prohibited from charging agovernment credit
card per SDDC agreement. If charged inap-
propriately, first contact the rental car com-
pany. If unresponsive, contact the
company’s SDDC representative. A list of
representatives is available at http://
www.mtmc.army.mil/CONTENT/660/
participatinglsiting.pdf.

Keep in mind; sometimes a charge on a
government travel card may be appropriate.
Thoseinstancesinclude arented vehicle not
covered under the SDDC agreement, or if the
vehicle was not being used for official duty.
